“Similar ordinances are.in ef-
fect in some 25 Southern Califor-
nfa  cities, including:  Cardena,
Santa Monica; Inglewood, . Compton,
South Gate, Alhambra, Claremont,
“Burbank, South " Pasadend, and
_Monrovia,” Mayor Dennls  ex-
plained, and added that he thought
it was about time Torrance resi-
dents were given relief from the
handbill® nuisance.

*The ordinance adopted this week
is an exact copy of ordinances
now in force iIn Inglewood and
*South Gate, both of which were
valldated in recent. test cases be-
fore the state supremo court,

The ordinance does not prohibit
the delivery of hona_ fide news-
papers or magazines {o their sub-
scribers, nor does it prohibit the
posting of signs on private prop-
wty with the consent the own-
ers or occupant, Full text of the

PLAYGROUND SYSTEM BEGUN

Chamber Directors Vote to Take Optior‘l on .First of Four
Possible Play Areas for Small Children' Only . -

Playgrounds equipped with suit-
able apparatus will be established
in various sections of the ¢ity for
the use of small children in the
near future as the board of di-
rectors of the Chamber of Com-
merce have made the first step in
acquiring these necessary adjuncts
to civic welfare,

The directorate voted Monday
night to authorize the taking of
a 30-day option on the first of
these playgrounds which: will be
located facing Madrid avenue be-
tween Sonoma avenue and Carson
street. Lots 17, 18, 19 and 20 of
Block No. 62 are offered to the
Chamber for playground purposes
at a price of $617,60 each, or a
total cost of $2470. It was an-
nounced that W. Rufus Page, real
estate agent for the owner of the
four lots, has donated his commis-
slon to the Chamber to‘get the
lots at that price,

It is the intention of the Cham-
ber to purchase the land from the
Chamber of Commerce fund and
ask the city to buy the equipment

to be placed on it, This equip-
ment will consist of swings, sand
pits, teeter-totters, bars, merry-go-

round swings and other apparatus
for the enjoyment of small chil-
dren.

For Small Children Only
The plans surveyed by the di-

rectorate of the Chamber this
week, Include entlosing the play-
ground with an attractive and

strong wire fence which will be
screened by trees and shrubbery,
and thé designing of the ground
to permit the most advantageous
use of the entire area.
Furthermore, the directors de-
clded to obtain plats of ground,
from four to five lots each in
slze, permitting from 120 to 1560
foot frontage, in three other sec-
tions of “the clty, These play=-
grounds will be reserved for the
use of small youngsters only and
should prove to be recreation cen-
ters that will attract a large
number of children who would

Youngest, Age 5, Recovers From Vicious Attack to Guide
Police to Where Injured Brothers Were Lying

Three little motheyless boys, the
oldest but 10 years of age, are re-
covering this week from a har-
rowing experience Saturday night
when thelr sallor-father lured them
away  from the home of thelr
grandparents’ and attempted to
kill them, according to a report by
P. R, Phompson, officer in charge
of the' Harbor City police station,

Edward C. Frost, 16, a sallor
with about 18 or 18 vears in Navy

service, is sald to be the father
who is accused of the alleged
strange, cruel act.

Because of the youngest hoy's
courage and fortitude, the three
dre alive today and well on the
road to recovery, It-—is- reported.
Torrance Frost, age five, made his
way through the rain to the home
of his grandparents, Mr, and Mrs.
